In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  hereby  required 
to  notify  and  warn  the  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  to  meet  in 
the  Dr.  Frederick  N.  Sweetsir  School  in  Merrimac  on  May  6,  1991  at  8:00 
PM  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  namely: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary  and  compensation 
of  all  elective  officers  of  the  Town  as  provided  by  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  41,  Section  108  as  amended;  Moderator,  Town  Clerk,  Three 
Selectmen,  Three  Assessors,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Tree  Warden,  Three 
Commissioners  of  Municipal  Light,  Three  Water  Commissioners,  Three  Sewer 
Commissioners,  and  raise,  appropriate  or  transfer  sums  of  money  therefore 
and  to  determine  sums  of  money  to  be  raised,  or  transferred  to  defray  the 
necessary  and  usual  charges  and  expenses  of  the  Town  for  the  Fiscal  Year 
commencing  July  1,  1991  and  make  appropriations  for  the  same,  said  sums 
of  money  so  raised,  appropriated  or  transferred  to  be  expended  for  specific 
purposes  to  be  voted;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in 
anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  July  1,  1991  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Law  Chapter  44, 
Section  17;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
from  the  Electric  Light  Operating  Balance,  said  money  to  be  used  by  the 
Assessors  with  the  estimated  receipts  to  fix  the  tax  rate  for  the  fiscal  year 
commencing  July  1,  1991;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
from  the  sale  of  Cemetery  lots,  such  sum  or  part  thereof,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Cemetery  Trustees  for  the  “Care,  Improvement, 
and  Embellishment”  of  said  Cemeteries,  according  to  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  114,  Section  14  and  section  25;  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  benefits  provided  under 
Chapter  760,  Acts  of  1960,  “An  act  providing  State  aid  for  Free  Public 
Libraries”,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  6.  To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  operation 
and  maintenance  of  the  Sanitary  Landfill  for  fiscal  year  1992;  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  to  pay  Haley  and  Ward 
Engineering  Company  for  services  of  supervision  and  inspection  of  sanitary 
landfill  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  1,  1991;  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  for  the  reserve  fund  for  appropriation 
for  revaluation. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of 
Assessors  to  perform  duties  and  incur  expenses  relating  to  any  equalization 
or  revaluation  of  the  Town;  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  hire 
themselves  at  the  rate  of  $10.00  per  hour  and  to  hire  such  other  necessary 
assistance  as  the  Board  of  Assessors  may  deem  necessary  or  convenient;  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  for  Interest  on  Bond  Anticipation  Notes  for  the  Water  Filter  Bond. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  it’s  Town  Treasurer 
to  act  as  Town  Collector,  and  so  that  hereafter  the  position  would  be  entitled 
“Town  Treasurer  and  Collector.” 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of  1990,  thereby  allowing  the  Town  to  receive 
Enhanced  911  service  as  defined  in  said  Act  and,  if  acceptance  and  notifi¬ 
cation  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  of  said  acceptance  occur  on 
or  before  December  11,  1991,  the  Town  will  also  receive,  at  no  cost  to  it, 
the  benefits  of  Enhanced  911  network  features  and  network  components, 
including  at  least  one  public  safety  answering  point,  and  any  other  Enhanced 
911  network  features  that  may  be  made  available  by  the  statewide  emergency 
telecommunications  board. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  pay  for  Principal  and 
Interest  on  borrowing  for  the  Sewer  Belt  Filter  Press. 
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ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  Chapter  90  Highway  funds  a  sum  of  money  for  construction, 
repair  and  improvement  in  FY92  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  of  Merrimac 
By-Laws,  Article  I,  Section  II,  which  presently  reads,  “Quorum  at  Town 
Meeting,  Annual  and  Special  —  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  registered  voters 
of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  must  be  present  at  all  annual  Town  Meetings, 
and  all  Special  Town  Meetings,”  to  read  “five  percent  (5%)  of  the  registered 
voters  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  must  be  present  at  all  Annual  Town  Meetings 
and  Special  Town  Meetings,  except  that  at  Special  Town  Meetings,  if  a 
quorum  is  not  reached  on  the  first  night,  on  any  subsequent  night  the 
quorum  shall  be  reduced  to  one  hundred  (100)  registered  voters. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  changes  to  the  Sewer 
Use  Ordinance  as  follows: 

Sec.  6.  Sewer  Capital  Development  Fund 
A.  Findings  and  declaration  of  purpose. 

(1)  The  construction  of  new  residential,  commercial,  industrial  and  other 
structures  within  Town  threatens  to  burden  and  overtax  existing  public 
sewerage  facilities. 

(2)  Such  new  development  and  construction  presents  the  Town  with  the 
necessity  of  expanding  and  improving  its  sewerage  facilities. 

(3)  The  Sewer  Department  has  completed  a  study  of  its  public  sewerage 
facilities  and  assessed  the  impact  of  development  upon  the  need  for 
new  and  expanded  facilities. 

(4)  In  order  to  expand  the  capacity  of  the  existing  sewerage  system,  it  is 
deemed  in  the  best  interest  of  the  public  to  create  a  special  Sewer 
Capital  Development  Fund  into  which  shall  be  paid  the  sewer  connec¬ 
tion  fees  established  in  this  ordinance  and  from  which  expenditures 
shall  be  made  soley  for  the  purposes  of  funding  the  expansion  of  the 
Capital  facilities. 

(5)  Sewer  Connection  fees  shall  be  assessed  against  new  connections  and 
changes  of  use,  such  that  the  property  owner  bears  a  fair  and  pro¬ 
portionate  cost  of  the  needed  expansion. 

(6)  Requiring  such  fees  to  be  paid  at  the  time  of  permit  issuance  to  the 
town  sewer  system  represents  a  reasonable  and  efficient  method  of 
collecting  fees  which  are  due. 

(7)  The  imposition  of  such  fees  upon  new  construction  is  reasonable  and 
appropriate  in  that  it  shifts  a  part  of  the  financial  cost  of  the  expansion 
of  the  capital  facilities  to  those  persons  whose  activity  necessitates  the 
expansions  and  who  will  directly  benefit  from  it. 

(8)  The  creation  of  this  Sewer  Capital  Development  Fund  is  consistent 
with  Mass.  General  Law  Chapter  83. 
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B.  Sewer  Capital  Development  Fund  established. 

(1)  All  assessment  collected  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  paid  into  a 
special  interest-bearing  reserve  fund  of  the  Town  which  fund  is  hereby 
created  to  be  the  Sewer  Capital  Development  Fund. 

C.  Use  of  Fund  Revenues. 

(1)  Fees  paid  into  the  Sewer  Capital  Development  Fund  shall  be  expended 
solely  for  the  expansion  of  the  town’s  sewerage  system  according  to 
the  schedule  of  the  capital  improvements  plan  developed  by  the  Sewer 
Department.  The  plan  may  be  amended  by  the  Sewer  Department  as 
required  for  emergencies  or  by  Federal  and  State  directives  which  may 
be  imposed. 

(2)  Expansion  activities  which  may  be  funded  from  the  Sewer  Capital 
Development  Fund  include  the  following: 

(a)  Construction  of  pumping  stations  to  increase  sewerage  system 
capacity: 

(b)  Enlargement  or  upgrading  of  the  sewerage  treatment  plant: 

(c)  Enlargement  or  upgrading  of  the  solid  waste  disposal  facility. 

The  funds  may  not  be  used  to  finance  routine  maintenance  and  repair 
activities  or  other  expenses  solely  related  to  operation  of  the  sewerage  system. 

D.  Applicability  of  Ordinance. 

(1)  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  regarding  sewer  connection  fees  shall 
apply  to  developmens  or  construction  for  which  a  sewer  connection 
permit  application  is  made  after  adoption  of  the  ordinance  except  for 
those  developments  for  which  the  town  and  the  developer  or  owner 
have  executed  a  development  agreement  which  provides  alternatively 
for  a  contribution  to  sewer  expansion  activities. 

E.  Fee  Schedule  —  Administration  of  Fund 

(1)  The  Sewer  Department  shall  adopt  a  fee  schedule  establishing  the  sewer 
connection  fee  to  be  charged  to  residential,  commercial,  industrial  and 
other  types  of  property  uses.  The  schedule  shall  be  published  and 
copies  made  available  to  the  public  in  the  office  of  the  Selectmen. 
This  schedule  will  be  revised  annually. 

(2)  A  sewer  connection  fee  is  immediately  due  and  payable  upon,  and 
concurrently  with,  the  application  for  a  sewer  connection  permit.  No 
building  shall  be  connected  to  the  town  sewer  system  without  full 
payment  of  the  proper  fee. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Assessors  to  use  a  sum  of  money  from  available  balances  and  from  “FREE 
CASH”  in  the  treasury  toward  the  reduction  of  the  tax  rate  for  the  fiscal 
year  commencing  July  1,  1991;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  limit  hunting  to  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  Town  Forest,  to  be  posted  in  Town  Forest  boundaries 
and  to  be  enforceable  by  all  laws  that  apply.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING  FOR  1990 


Many  services  were  offered  by  the  Council  on  Aging  at  the  Senior  Center. 
Those  of  a  medical  nature  included  weekly  blood  pressure  clinics,  bi-monthly 
foot  care  clinics,  and  influenza  shots  in  the  fall.  Legal  aid  was  available,  as 
was  tax  assistance.  Rides  were  secured  through  the  Northern  Essex  Elder 
Transport  (NEET)  for  seniors  needing  them. 

A  variety  of  activities  were  available  each  week,  including  bingo,  needle¬ 
work,  line  dancing,  quilting,  basketry,  and  art  workshop.  A  number  of 
holiday  parties  were  held  throughout  the  year,  as  well. 

The  annual  cookout,  held  at  Lake  Attitash  in  July,  was  enjoyed  by  about 
one  hundred  people. 

Trips  and  travelogues  were  offered  throughout  the  year. 

The  Center  Piece  Committee,  composed  of  interested  volunteers,  met 
weekly  to  work  on  the  bi-monthly  newsletter,  received  by  all  seniors  in  town. 

The  Senior  Center  ceased  to  be  a  meal  site  on  March  31  because  of 
dwindling  participation.  Meals  on  Wheels,  however,  continued  to  be  available 
to  homebound  seniors. 

Under  a  discretionary  grant,  outreach  was  available  for  part  of  1990.  Many 
home  visits  were  made,  as  well  as  daily  telephone  contacts.  For  an  additional 
three  months,  outreach  was  accomplished  through  the  Senior  Aide  program 
of  Elder  Services  of  the  Merrimack  Valley. 

A  grant  from  the  Arts  Lottery  Council  funded  a  series  of  art  lessons 
offered  from  September  to  November  at  the  Center.  Water  color  was  taught 
by  Nancy  Oleson. 

In  September,  a  formula  grant  was  obtained.  This  grant  assists  in  funding 
various  projects  having  to  do  with  the  Senior  Center. 

Referrals  throughout  the  year  were  made  to  Elder  Services  of  the  Merri¬ 
mack  Valley  and  the  Merrimac  Housing  Authority,  as  needs  arose. 

The  Center  served  as  a  base  for  surplus  food  distribution  to  eligible 
townspeople  in  July  and  in  October. 
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The  Council  thanks  one  and  all  for  their  support.  The  Friends  of  the 
Council  have  again  been  of  great  help.

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MERRIMAC  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  trustees  of  Merrimac  Public  Library  present  herewith  their  114th  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1990. 

First,  the  trustees  are  pleased  to  report  that  we  have  skillfully  managed  to 
operate  the  library  during  the  past  year  on  a  level-funded  budget  without 
curtailment  of  hours  or  major  services.  The  prospects  of  doing  the  same  for 
another  year  seem  quite  dubious. 

Activity  at  the  library  continues  to  be  busy  and  diversified.  The  entire  library 
inventory  was  converted  to  our  computerized  system  at  the  first  of  the  year. 
This  completes  a  major  project  which  has  spanned  several  years.  Furthermore, 
our  collection  has  been  enriched  through  Carnegie  and  Mellon  Grants  for 
documentary  videos  and  classic  books.  Children’s  programs  —  from  story 
hours  to  reading  projects  —  continue  to  be  very  successful  under  the  capable 
leadership  of  our  Children’s  Librarian,  Marsha  Erkson. 

Merrimac  Public  Library  has  worked  with  the  local  elementary  schools  again 
this  year.  An  orientation  to  library  materials  and  policies  was  hosted  by  the 
library  staff  for  all  appropriate  elementary  school  teachers.  More  specifically, 
Mrs.  Ann  L.  Jones,  REACH  teacher  at  the  Donahue  and  Sweetsir  schools, 
worked  with  the  library  staff  in  a  project  on  local  history.  Topics  and 
materials  on  Merrimac  History  have  been  xeroxed  into  reserved  packets. 
Also  available  are  the  slides  and  audio  tapes  created  a  few  years  ago  by 
senior  citizens  in  a  “Positive  Aging”  project  and  recently  inventoried  and 
indexed  by  the  library. 

Francis  Foss  retired  from  the  library  staff,  in  February,  after  many  years  of 
faithful  service.  We  wish  her  well  in  her  new  found  leisure.  Changes  in  the 
Board  of  Trustees  proceeded  from  the  annual  election  in  May.  Linda  Claeys 
was  elected  to  finish  the  remaining  two-years  of  the  trustee  position  formerly 
held  by  Tom  E.H.  Tucker.  Mary  A.  Corthell  chose  not  to  run  for  another 
term  and  Joy  Kimball-Gilbert  was  elected. 

The  trustees  are  also  pleased  to  announce  that  Carole  McCarthy,  Head 
Librarian,  has  been  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  to 
serve  on  an  Advisory  Committee  to  Enhance  Library  Development  in 
Massachusetts. 
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Finally,  our  report  would  not  be  complete  without  our  annual  compliments 
to  the  Friends  of  the  Library  for  their  generous  and  thoughtful  support. 
Under  the  energetic  leadership  of  Liz  Tucker,  we  sincerely  applaud  their 
many  accomplishments.

The  Merrimac  Playground  Commission  meets  the  third  tuesday  of  the 
month  from  March  through  October  at  7:PM  at  the  Library. 

During  the  1990  season,  the  Playground  Commission  was  challanged  in 
many  areas  of  responsibility  due  to  the  limited  financial  situation  faced  by 
the  Town  of  Merrimac.  Once  again,  many  volunteers  stepped  forward  and 
we  accomplished  more  with  less  which  has,  it  seems,  become  our  motto. 

Limited  access  to  Indian  Head  Park  due  to  the  Water  Dept,  expansion 
was  resolved  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned  and  the  summer  passed 
smoothly  at  the  lake. 

All  the  athletic  fields  and  parks  were  mowed  and  maintained  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  various  organizations  who  use  them,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  we  are  once  again  facing  the  need  for  a  new  mower/tractor. 

The  main  soccer  field  in  the  Town  Forest,  recently  renovated  by  LAYCO, 
was  put  back  in  service.  We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Lays  for  this  donation 
and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  play  on  this  field.  The  Merrimac  Soccer  Club  has 
been  responsible  for  a  great  deal  of  work  to  improve  drainage  and  cut  back 
encroaching  brush  at  the  area.  A  program  to  restore  the  remaining  area  of 
play  is  in  the  works  for  this  season.  We  appreciate  the  no  cost  efforts  of 
the  MSC. 

Summer  supervised  play  conducted  business  as  usual,  serving  over  two 
hundred  children  in  the  town.  Transportation  costs  to  field  trips  became  a 
big  issue,  and  we  will  have  to  curtail  these  in  1991.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  for  the 
year  1990: 

1.  The  belt  filter  press  has  been  installed  and  is  operating.  It  produces  a 
dewatered  sludge  which  meets  the  state-imposed  requirements  for  solids 
content.  It  is  also  expected  to  save  the  users  $38,000.00  in  dewatering  costs. 

2.  As  a  result  of  efforts  by  the  commission  and  the  staff,  the  sludge  also 
meets  the  State  limitations  for  metals  content  and  toxic  contaminants. 

3.  During  the  year  approximately  1.4  million  gallons  (630  cubic  yards)  of 
sludge  were  dewatered  and  properly  disposed  of  at  the  town  Landfill,  further 
enhancing  the  quality  of  the  Merrimack  River. 

4.  This  year  14  houses  were  connected  to  the  system. 

5.  83,950,000  gallons  of  raw  sewage  were  processed  during  the  year.

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MERRIMAC  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  job  of  the  Conservation  Commission  over  the  past  year  has,  in  the 
main,  been  that  of  upholding  the  preservation  of  wetlands  through  regulations 
and  policies  set  by  the  state.  With  building  and  development  off  because  of 
the  stagnating  economy,  our  involvement  in  both  private  and  public  project 
work  has  not  been  called  for  as  much  as  could  be  expected. 

During  periods  like  this,  the  most  important  part  of  the  commission’s  work 
is  in  seeing  projects  through  to  completion  that  were  granted  permits  earlier. 
Because  of  constrained  budgets  and  restrained  lending,  problems  do  arise  on 
the  jobsite  that  affect  longer  term  planning  and  development.  It  then  becomes 
the  commission’s  job  to  perform  more  site  inspections  which  invariably  lead 
to  more  phone  contacts  and  more  paperwork  in  order  to  see  the  job  through 
to  completion  and  to  have  the  work  certified  in  registration  of  the  final 
deed. 

We  will  never  have  enough  volunteers  able  to  do  what  the  state  requires  at 
the  level  of  expertise  they  would  like  to  see.  Some  of  our  newer  members 
actually  work  in  the  environmental  science  and  civil  engineering  fields,  and 
they  have  been  a  welcome  source  of  knowledge  for  the  commission.  But 
their  work  quite  often  takes  them  out  of  town  for  extended  periods  of  time, 
making  it  more  difficult  to  plan  meetings  as  well  as  site  inspections. 

The  commission’s  greatest  obstacle,  however,  is  in  being  egregiously  under¬ 
funded  to  undertake  new  initiatives  that  would  make  us  eligible  for  outside 
funding  for  maintenance  and  development  of  our  conservation  properties 
and  recreation  areas.  First  on  our  list  is  a  survey  of  all  Merrimac’s  wetlands 
which,  when  plotted  as  an  overlay  to  the  town’s  boarders,  will  give  us  a 
vital  tool  in  establishing  an  updated  master  plan.  Secondly,  an  Open  Space 
Plan  is  needed  before  we  can  qualify  for  any  of  the  annual  Small  Town 
Community  Development  Grants. 

For  what  the  commission  has  been  able  to  accomplish  over  the  past  year, 
it  probably  would  not  be  possible  without  the  help  and  cooperation  of  our 
public  safety  and  highway  department  people.  We  seem  to  depend  on  them 
more  and  more,  and  are  appreciative  of  their  efforts.

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ZONING  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


In  1990  the  Board  accomplished  three  basic  goals  for  a  town  board:  it 
had  constant  effort  from  each  member,  and  from  those  who  work  so  many 
hours  between  meetings  to  support  the  Board,  it  completed  all  the  business 
which  came  before  it  in  a  professional  manner,  and  it  took  steps  to  improve 
itself  by  working  with  other  town  and  regional  bodies.  Our  thanks  and 
recognition  to  Susan  Clark,  who  prepares  the  notices,  minutes,  and  agendas 
in  a  timely  and  legal  manner,  Art  Deuplisea,  the  Building  Inspector,  who 
reviews  all  plans  for  construction  and  repair  and  looks  for  those  which 
require  Board  review,  Pat  True,  the  Town  Clerk,  who  has  been  invaluable 
in  guiding  people  through  the  necessary  forms,  and  in  referring  those  with 
questions  to  the  Board  for  prompt  answers,  and  Christine  Akstin,  Assessor’s 
Clerk,  who  must  identify  all  legal  abutters  before  public  hearings  notices  can 
be  prepared. 

As  always  we  have  received  the  support  and  cooperation  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  Barbara  Arbour,  the  Finance  Committee,  Ashod  Amirian,  the 
town  counsel,  and  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Conservation  Commission, 
two  town  board  which  share  responsibility  for  land  use  issues.  Town  Ac¬ 
countant  David  Hitchcock  has  been  most  helpful  by  informing  the  Board 

monthly  of  its  cashflow.  We  thank  also  the  staff  of  the  Merrimac  Valley 

Planning  Commission  for  professional  assistance  during  the  year. 

Eighteen  petitions  were  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  this  year  for  Board 

action.  Several  other  requests  were  resolved  without  the  need  for  public 

hearings.  In  addition,  the  Board  adopted  formal  rules  for  the  conduct  of  its 
business,  prepared  specific  instructions  for  the  public  on  how  to  petition  for 
a  variance,  special  permit,  or  other  relief,  and  wrote  summaries  of  the  zoning 
bylaw  most  used  by  homeowners  and  small  businesses.  The  required  petition 
forms  were  simplified.  With  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Board  adopted  higher  fees  in 
April  which  reflected  the  actual  cost  to  the  town  of  conducting  a  public 
hearing.  Fees  generated  in  1989  were  375  dollars;  1250  dollars  in  1990. 
Expended  during  the  calendar  year  1990  was  1845  dollars. 

SPECIAL  PERMITS  were  granted  to  allow  four  new  businesses: 

—  a  commercial  daycare  center  at  117  East  Main  Street 

—  operation  of  Merrimac  Tool  Company  on  Liberty  Street 

—  a  summer  arts  program  for  youth  at  19  Grove  Street 

—  a  message  therapy  service  at  fitness  center,  10  Church  Street 
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SPECIAL  PERMITS  were  denied,  after  extensive  public  hearings,  re: 

—  planned  commercial  gravel  excavation  by  John  DiBitetto 

—  prospective  auto  repair  and  sales  at  80  West  Main  Street 

HOMEOWNERS  granted  variances  of  setback  requirements  were: 

—  to  allow  stairway  from  “grandfathered”  deck 

—  to  relocate  a  bulkhead  access  to  basement 

HOMEOWNERS  denied  variances  sought: 

—  to  build  a  garage  on  nonconforming  lot,  without  proper  sideyard 

—  to  create  a  second  house  lot  without  adequate  size  or  frontage 

—  to  create  a  house  lot  at  Lake  Attitash  without  frontage 

Two  other  HOMEOWNERS  withdrew  and  revised  plans  to  comply  with 
zoning  requirements.  Two  more  abandoned  plans  before  the  hearing. 

Finally,  the  Board  reviewed  its  1987  decision  concerning  excavation  of  a 
commercial  lot  on  Broad  Street  at  the  corner  of  Mill  Street  to  answer  a 
question  posed  by  the  Land  Court,  which  is  hearing  the  landowner’s  suit. 
In  addition,  the  Board  disapproved  changes  to  the  granted  to  the  Hillside 
Terrace  Corp,  “HTC,”  to  build  twenty  units  of  housing  on  a  new  road 
opposite  Greenleaf  Drive  off  West  Main  Street.  HTC  asked  to  build  single 
family  homes  rather  than  two  family  homes,  without  compensating  for  the 
change  in  density  of  buildings.  This  Proposal  is  now  being  reviewed  by  the 
state.

Whittier  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  is  entering  its  eight¬ 
eenth  year.  To  date,  we  have  graduated  4653  students  from  a  regular  day 
school  program  and  672  students  from  our  post  secondary  courses. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  School  Improvement  Law  (Chapter 
188),  Whittier  has  accomplished  the  following: 

1.  The  School  Improvement  Council 

The  School  Improvement  Council  comprised  of  administrators,  teachers, 
parents,  and  students  has  met  and  will  be  recommending  projects  using 
grant  monies  in  the  amount  of  $1,830.00 

Recently  Whittier  Regional  has  implemented  procedures,  installed  systems, 
modified  existing  systems  and  devices,  and  is  proceeding  with  the  remainder 
of  over  $540,000.  in  energy  grants.  The  measures  involved  are  savings  of 
energy  through  exhaust  air  heat  recovery,  room  and  shop  air  circulation 
systems,  lighting  fixtures  and  lamp  replacement,  sawdust  recovery  filters  and 
heated  air  recirculation,  and  conversion  to  gas  energy  alternatives.  These 
measures  have  enabled  the  school  to  decrease  its  energy  needs  and,  therefore, 
result  in  savings  to  the  communities. 

The  most  significant  change  in  this  past  school  year  was  the  retirement  of 
Richard  M.  Kay,  Suerpintendent/Director,  and  the  hiring  of  Karen  H.  Pren¬ 
tice  to  replace  him.  Ms.  Prentice  comes  with  a  strong  background  in  Vo¬ 
cational  Education,  having  most  recently  served  as  the  Director  of  Vocational 
Education  for  the  City  of  Cambridge.  Before  that  she  had  served  in  Admin¬ 
istration  at  the  Minuteman  Regional  Vocational  School.  Ms.  Prentice  is  well 
versed  in  the  procedures  for  gaining  competitive  grants  for  public  schools 
from  both  private  and  public  sources. 

In  the  few  short  months  she  has  been  at  Whittier  there  have  been  some 
very  significant  changes  brought  about.  Among  these  has  been  the  formation 
of  a  consortium  with  other  vocational  schools  and  Northern  Essex  Com¬ 
munity  College  to  seek  out  alternative  sources  fo  funding,  and  a  complete 
restructuring  of  the  schools  administration  to  make  it  more  effective.  I  am 
confident  that  her  leadership  will  be  a  positive  force  on  the  School,  and  the 
communities  it  serves.

The  Merrimac  School  Committee  submits  this  report  for  1990.  For  the 
educational  program  in  Grades  7-12,  please  turn  to  the  Pentucket  Regional 
School  Committee  report.  For  vocational  activities  in  the  Whittier  Regional 
Vocational  Technical  School,  of  which  the  town  is  a  member,  please  turn 
to  the  Whittier  report. 

Below  is  a  summary  of  the  elementary  school  enrollment.

The  academic  program  for  1990  was  generally  successful.  The  numerous 
townspeople  who  volunteered  their  services  in  teh  Read  Aloud  Program  have 
helped  ease  the  decease  in  library  hours  due  to  last  year’s  staff  reduction. 

The  school  building  project  has  been  delayed  due  to  state  funding  limi¬ 
tations.  We  are  currently  46th  on  the  list  of  state  school  projects  and  hope 
that  the  next  fiscal  year’s  budget  will  allow  the  project  to  continue.  Building 
issues  continue  to  detract  from  the  academic  program  with  antiquated  heating 
systems  and  faulty  roofs. 

State  standardized  testing  results  reflect  very  favorably  on  the  Merrimac 
and  Pentucket  schools.  Invigorated  emphasis  on  math  skills  has  led  to 
improved  levels  of  performance,  while  our  reading  programs  have  maintained 
high  levels  of  achievement. 

The  Committee  remains  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
School  Committees  but  has  curtailed  travel  and  attendance  at  meetings  due 
to  the  current  economic  situation. 

The  bad  news  was  that  Melinda  Murphy  and  Judith  Kostoulakos  retired 
last  year  from  long,  faithful,  and  productive  service  on  the  school  committee. 
Also,  Patricia  Munz  had  to  leave  the  committee  this  year  due  to  job  com¬ 
mitments,  and  the  vacancy  still  remains  at  this  writing.  The  good  news  is 
the  presence  of  Paul  Tucker  and  Lucy  Abisalih  on  this  year’s  committee. 
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Coming  into  the  town  meeting  for  1991,  we  are  all  struggling  with  the 
impending  impact  of  Governor  Weld’s  program  to  reduce  the  state  deficit. 
As  the  elementary  school  budget  constitutes  32  percent  of  Merrimac’s  town 
budget,  adjustments  needed  for  a  balanced  budget  under  Proposition  2Vi 
will  have  a  large  impact  on  the  quantity  and  quality  of  educational  services 
available  in  the  Merrimac  schools. 

We  are  all  proud  of  our  town’s  schools,  administrators,  teachers,  and, 
most  importantly,  students.  We  are  proud  of  the  continued  support  of 
Merrimac’s  citizens  to  education.  We  cannot  hesitate  to  ask,  again,  for  your 
consideration  of  the  Merrimac  School  System  as  we  set  our  sights  on  1992.

To  quote  Pentucket  High  School  Principal  Michael  McLaughlin  from  his 
September,  1990  newsletter,  to  the  parents  of  Pentucket  students,  “we  kick 
off  the  1990-91  school  year,  and  this  year  is  certainly  not  business  as  usual.” 
What  Mr.  McLaughlin  was  referring  to  were  the  challenges  facing  our  regional 
school  district  brought  on  by  a  continuous  lack  of  adequate  funding  to 
maintain  the  current  program  of  studies  as  well  as  to  build  on  the  current 
program  of  studies.  Larger  class  sizes,  more  consolidation  of  programs, 
elimination  of  programs,  and  the  loss  of  teacher  positions  have  become  a 
major  concern  to  the  administration  of  the  Pentucket  Regional  School  system 
and  the  school  committee.  Our  academic  program  is  still  essentially  intact, 
and  a  very  talented  and  dedicated  teaching  staff  continues  to  prepare  our 
students  for  their  future.  It  must  be  understood  though  that  we  cannot 
measure  the  long-term  adverse  effects  of  larger  class  sizes,  consolidation  and 
elimination  of  programs,  and  the  loss  of  teaching  staff  on  our  students  as 
they  prepare  to  further  their  education. 

As  we  strive  to  continue  to  keep  Pentucket  a  comprehensive  high  school, 
we  as  a  school  committee  will  be  forced  to  look  at  advanced  placement, 
foreign  languages,  industrial  arts,  as  well  as  interscholastic  athletics,  and 
after  school  clubs  for  possible  cuts  or  elimination. 

The  continued  financial  plight  of  the  state  of  Massachusetts  and  its  inability 
to  keep  state  aid  to  the  towns  and  the  Pentucket  Regional  School  District 
at  the  levels  that  we  had  been  receiving,  continues  to  leave  us  in  a  quandary 
as  to  where  our  future  funding  is  coming  from  and  what  funding  level  to 
expect. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  our  ability  to  educate  our  young  in  the  future 
will  rely  on  a  joint  effort  of  not  just  the  school  committee  and  Pentucket 
staff  and  administration,  but  a  continued  partnership  with  the  three  member 
Pentucket  communities.  The  evidence  of  a  strong  commitment  of  the  com¬ 
munity  surfaced  this  past  spring  with  the  formation  of  the  Pentucket  Activities 
Association.  A  strong  group  of  dedicated  and  deeply  committed  parents  and 
friends  of  Pentucket  students  formed  this  association  to  support  the  co- 
curricular  and  athletic  programs  which  are  so  important  to  us  at  Pentucket 
High  School.  Their  major  fund  raiser  called,  “The  Sachem  Invasion”  was
